«holera broke out the workers In the 
Telief camps tied in all directions, with 
the result that the arrangements of 
the authorities completely broke down, 
and thousands of people were scattered 
about the country emaciated and starv- 


'• ing and in many cases already stricken 


•with the disease from which they were 
•vainly trying to escape. 
Hundreds 


•died in the jungles and by the way- 
sides. What the exact mortality has 
lieen from cholera will probably uevei 
IDC known. The ravages of the disease 
3u Rajputana are described in a pri 
vate letter, from an, "Indian official in 
the famine service. • He'says: 


"In Udaipur city and suburbs the 


Tocorded deaths amounted in 12 days 
to 5 per cent of the population. In the 
lilly tracts and in Dungarpur and 
Bauswara I made as ,carefiil an esti- 
mate as 1 could and found that about 
10 per cent of the people must have 
l>eeu swept off. Here have we been 
straggling to keep life in these poor 
creatures, and In a fortnight the chol- 
era carries off nearly as many people 
-as the, famine would have done had 
Tve left them alone. 
Of course our 


•works were upset, and ,people bolted 
an all directions." 


In southwestern Kajputana the mor- 


tality among the jungle tribes has 
been immense, so the reports say, and 
40 per cent of the population in the 
Bhil country are already dead. In the 
•country of which Kherwara is the 
center there has been appalling mor- 
tality among the people. The charity 
lunQ is hopelessly insufficient, and 
nothing the government can do now 
•can make up tho loss of cattle, the 
mainstay of the unfortunate Indian 
peasant cultivators. The officials deal- 
ing with this question admit that in 
/-the whole of the nonafflicted districts 
•of India there are not available a oue- 
.lundredth part of the number of cat- 
•tle which could be used on *l)e land 
the moment the rains set in. _<tt least 
20 years must elapse before the num- 
bers of cattle in central and western 
India in any way approach the total 
which obtained 12 months ago. 
And 


•without the cattle there can be no 
plowing of the land or milk out of 
•which to make the butter -with which 
the ryot makes 'palatable the daily 
diet of rice or other grain. One corre- 
spondent does not see how the culti- 
vator is to get to work again or how, 
monsoon or no monsoon, another fam- 
ine is to be avoided next-year unless 
the British government immediately 
advances tit least $25,000,000. 


There is DOW talk of considerable re- 


missions of taxation; but, as one In- 
dian writer says, It is no merit remit- 
ting a tax which the peasant cannot 
npay, and a mere suspension of taxes In 
the conditions In which the people will; 
lie for years to come, with liability to 
lave them called up at any .moment, 
5s no relief in the long run. Endless 
•discussion is going on both in the offi- 
cial and unofficial press,' of .India ns 
•to the measures requisite to meet the 
increasing distress, but while discus- 
sion goes on the people are dying and 
ilie sources from which the government 
<lerives its revenues are being gradu- 
ally dried up over an area comprising 
nearly oue-thinl of the population. 


To add to the bitterness of feel- 


ing against the British in India which 
5s engendered by the sufferings of 
*he people1 is the ever increasing fre- 
<jueney of assaults on natives by sol- 
diers of the British army and civilians. 
In many cases the assaults are fatal 
in their consequences, but the perpe- 
trators either go uupunishocl or escape 
•with trifling lines, which leads a native j 
paper to suy that "surely the times 
:u-e out of ,lo;::t. nnd \vo lire face to 
ince with lliii:-^ whlcli a generation 
;;j;o wero sheer impossibilities."

Mrs. Lurie in the face 
of these facts' admits that it is a case 
of mistaken • identity, bi\.t refuses to 
give up the child.

aged passenger who resisted them, are 
both dead. One was shot to pieces by

met their death three miles east o£ this 
city after a battle-with a posse of citi- 
zens commanded by Sheriff William 
Walker.
